POTATOES FOR SHEEP. 
HAY TOO EXPENSIVE.

TACOMA, Dec. 29.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Thousands of sheep in the 
Yakima Valley are this winter being 
fed on small potatees, purchased at 
$3 per ton, instead of alfalfa hay, sell- 
ing*at $10 and $11 per ton in siack, as 
compared with $6.50 per ton at this 
time a year ago. A large number of 
sheep were brought inte Central Wash- 
ington from Oregon to winter. 
and other causes has resulted in rals- 
ing the price of hay to a figure where 
sheep men claim they cannot afford to 
buy. Those caught short of a hay 
supply have accordingly been feeding 
low-priced potatoes, of which the val- 
ley had an unusually large crop. 

Three tons of potatoes are found to 
be equal to two tons of hay, and when 
fed to sheep raw, a= is now being done, 
they reve wery nutritious. Farmers 
are not selling hay readily at the. pres- 
ent price, contending that before 
next spring it will be worth $12 and 
$14 a ton. Sheepmen, on the other 
hand, claim that the price of hay will 
soon drop.

constituted the official dpening of the 
durbar he!d to celebrate the accession 
of King Edward as Emperor of India. 

It was a splendid pageant, probably 
unparalleled in its magnificence. At the 
head of the elephant procession rode 
Lord and Lady Curzon, on the “Ground 
Tusker,” twelve feet high, the largest 
eléphant in india. Their howdah was 
decked with gold and silver, and the 
elephant itself was almost hidden be- 
neath a gold-worked saddlecioth. Sur- 


and gold livery, and bearing massive 
silver staves, 

The Duke of Connaught, who repre- 
sented King Edward, and the Duchess 
of Connaught followed. Their elephant 
was equally gorgeously caparisoned. 
Then, in order of precedence, came the 
Nizan of Hyderabad, the Maherajah of 
Travanseore, and other ruling chiefs, 
seventy in all, their huge c!cphants 
forming a line over a mile in leagth. 

This glittering procession started 
from the railroad station, preceded by 
dragoon guards and artillery, the yice- 
rey’s escort, and by heralds and trume- 
peters. The route was entirely lined 
by British and native troops. From the 
saluting battery posted at the fort come. 
manding the Lapore gate, guns thun- 
cered out a royal salute as the Vice- 
ray in, the heralds and 

mpeters sounding at intervals egpir- 
ited fanfares. 

The cortége peessed in front of a line 
roy passed, with the heralds and 
' ly-dressed retainers of the ruling chiefs. 
The colossal beasts al! saluted by trum- 
peting and throwing their trunks in the 
air, presenting a truly imposing sight, 
and afferward fell in line behind the of- 
ficial procession. Huse crowds wit- 
nessed the spectacle, which, it is assert.

preceded the Viceroy, were conesinonen 
by the splendor of their attire. They 
were folfowed by the newly-constituted 
Imperial Cabinet Corps, comprising 
thirty Maharajahs. The excitement wes 
at fever heat as the first elephants 
with gold and silver howdahs of the 
Staff officers came into view and com- 
menced to circle around the mosaue. 
The first elephants in India passed in 
front of the Jumma Musjid, the steps 
of which were thronged with distin- 
guished personages, including the Vice- 
roy’s American and British guests and 
the delezates from the colonies and 
from other parts of the empire. The 
enormous animals shuffled slowly by, 
many of the massive howdahs of 
quaint and rich design being sur- 
mounted by magnificent canopies of 
gold-embroidered and bejeweled tapes- 
try. The bodies of the animals were 
almost hidden by their trappings of 
crimson, purple and gold, Bands of 
gold encircled their tusks, golden 
bracelets were on their arkles; gold 
and silver bells were hanging from 
their neck chains, and their heads 
were painted and decorated in every 
conceivable color. The Mahouts were 
clad in the brightest attire, as were the 
attendant spearmen who marched by 

n e rear of the procession r 
Lord Kitchener, the 
chief of India, surrounded by a bril- 
liant staff and followed by the heads 
of provinces with escorts of Indian 
cavalry and tribal leaders from beyond 
the border lines. Down the main 
street moved the cortége throuch lines 
of saluting soldiers and excited, surg- 
ing, salaaming thrones of . natives: 
through the ancient city with the bal- 
conies and house tops teeming with 
life and through the Moree gate into 
the open park beyord. There, after, 
a four-mile march. the elephants of 
the Viceroy and the Duke ef Con- 
naught halted side by side, and the 
pareant was concluded with the great 
Princes filine by, their elephants trum- 
peting a salute. 

The Viceroy was in state uniform, 
Lady Curzon was dressed in gray. the 
Duke of Connaught had on a field mar- 
shal’s uniform and the Duchess of 
Connaught was attired in blue. Thev 
received a flattering welcome at al] 
points. 

The Viceroy and the Duke of Con. 
naught subsequently drove to the main 
camp. 

The roads, after the passage of the 
procession, presented a scene of chaos 
as the camel carriages, mwile carts, 
landaus, bicycles and bullock carts 
pressed onward in strange confusion 
There were many breakdowns and 
many hours elapsed before the people 
were able to return to their homes.

Humbert Family Behind Bars 
of Conciergerie. 


Precautions Taken by Police to 


People Now Convinced that Govern 
ment Means Business — Eager 
for Revelations.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}) The members of the Humbert 
family, who were recently arrested in 
Madrid, in connection with the great 
safe frauds in this city, arrived at the 
Orleans railroad station here at 7:40 
o'clock this morning. There was no 
demonstration. The prisoners were con- 
ducted to the Conciergerie prison. 

The arrival of the fugitives was de- 
void of sensational incidents, as the 
French police had chosen an hour for 
their return here when Paris was only 
half awake. The crowd at the railroad 
station was comparatively small, but-a 
large force of police and _ soldiers, 
mounted and on foot, was drawn up 
in front of the station, and guarded all 
the street approaches in order to pre- 
went the possibility of a popular demon- 
stration. A number of chief function- 
aries of the prefecture were on hand to 
personally superintend the prisoners’ 
arrival. 

The men and women of the Humbert 
party were kept separate during the 
trip from Madrid to Paris, and they 


separate parties. The women came 
first, leaning on the arms of the offi- 
cers. Mme. Humobpert was dressed in 
black and was veiled, but was readily 
recognized by her stout figure. Her 
young daughter, Eva, was the most 
pathetic looking of the women. Mme. 


Marie, who did not show the bravado 
she exhibited in Madrid, but was pale 
and appeared disconsolate. Frederick 
Humbert, Mme.‘ Humbert’s husband, 
looked completely broken down. Ro- 
maine D’Aurignac and his wife, Emily, 
maintained the calm, defiant attitude 
they have shown throughout. M. 
D’Aurignac still wore a Spanish beard, 
which has served him as a disguise. 
The party passed through double 
lines of police to the carriages in wait- 
ing. Detachments of mounted police 
officers surrounded the vehicles, which 
were driven at a rattling pace throu 
the gathering crowds to the Concier- 
gerie, where minute preparations 
been made to receive the prisoners. 
The return of the Hdmberts to Paris 
is the. absorbing topic of discussion 
throughout the city, indeed, through- 
out France, as no event since the re- 
turn of Dreyfus has aroused such in- 
tense interest.

The shipments of citrus fruits, that is, 
oranges, lemons and grape frul 


from Southern California, and over 2900 
cars from Northern California. A 


anges, or 312 boxes lemons. A box 
oran is estimated at 72 pounds, lem- 
ons pounds. The freight rate from 
California to New York is $1.25 per 169, 
pounds, with an additional charge for 
refrigeration, at certain ~ seasons, 
amounting to about 25 cents per box cn 
oranges. Oranges are packed accord- 
ing to size, and are designated ag Se, 
126s, 150s, etc., according to the number 
required to fill the box; lemons in the 
same manner, the prevailing sizes bel 
300s and 360s. New York City veesbenl 
during this treason 2418 cars oranges and 
148 cars lemons, or about 11% per cent. 
of the total shipments. During the win- 
ter months it is unnecessary to use re- 
frigerated cars in the transportation 
of fruits, but from April urtil Novem- 
ber the use of ice is necessary. cais be- 
ing reiced at stations established at 
various points along the line. Oranges 
are washed and brushed by a machine 
operated by electricity, after which they 
are dried and run through a sizer. They 
are then wrapped and packed by 
skilled labor at packing-houses located 
at the various districts, Cars are loaded 
at sidings, and go to make up a train, 
which is started East. About fourteen 
to seventeen days are required between 
the Coast and New York for the irans- 
portation of a car of citrus fruit. The 
bulk of the California green fruit ar- 
riving in New York is disposel cf by 
auction at Erie pier 20, with a small 
percentage at the Baltimore and Ohio. 
By this method the large buyers are 
brought more together, and thourands 
of dollars worth of fruit is disposed of 
in a few hours. After arriving at Jer- 
sey City cars are floated to New York 
and unloaded and arranged for sale, 
samples being exhibited for the pur- 
chasers’ inspection, 

Sales of deciduous fruit, by which is 
meant summer fruits, such as cherries, 
apricots, peaches, etc., amounted to 1458 
cars in New York this season, the en- 
tire shipments from the Coast being 7023 
cars; this being simply from California,

THE CLARION CALL. 


E DUCATION makes. ideals. Four 
noted educators said this in va- 
rious, lengthy ways to 600 teachers 
at the first “day's session of the 1.63 
Angeles City Teachers’ Institute yes- 
terday at the High School. 

It was the advance clarion call of 


the gatherings of this week, in which 


all the teachers in California will be 
represented. (There are three associa- 
tions—the City Institute, the County 
Institute, and the §tete Association. 
The Normal School was turned =§ over 
te the State Association. The County 
Institute met at the Commercial 
High School and the City Institute 
came together at the High Schoo!. 

There was scarcely roomin the Intter 
assembly hall for all the city teachers. 
The seating capacity is 59. As there 
are 605 teachers in the city, and as 
each is obliged to attend all meetings 
of the inStitute under penalty of for- 
feiting his salary, the sunlit space was 
packed. The aisles and the front and 
back of the room were filled. Here and 
there w manggestified -the reporter in 
conforming to usage By using the pros 
noun “he.” Women, for once in thea. at- 
titude of pupils, greatly predominated. 
Most of them wore the green badges 
of the institute, and, were the univer- 
sal neatness of schoceline’ums in their 
dress not so wel! krown, {ft could be 
sa:4d that they were gowned for the oc- 
easton. The faces were all eager, when 
ft was considered that attendance was 
compulsory. 

This is the great week of the year in 
primary and secondary schools. Nearly 
all the teachers of the State are in Los 
Angeles for the annual mental houge 
cleaning. Prominent educators are 
to speak, experiences and thevuries to be 
exchanged; new ideas advanced, and 
those too old demolished. It-is a time 
for the taking of notes, for the awak- 
ening to new truths and for an uc- 
counting for work done,

“Rabelais and Montaigne rebelicd 
against the errors of scholasticism 2590 
years ago,” declared Prof. Cubberley. 
“Yet it is only recently thot that awak-. 
ening has come.” This awakening he 
thought to’ be en appreciation of the 
truth that an ounce of character is 
worth rrany tomes of unapplied know!l- 
edge, that training in good habits is 
paramount to finishine prescribed 
curriculum, “Under all subjects,” he 
said, “lies a decper meaning than ap- 
pears in the cource of study. Mere 
knowledee should be so taught as to 
trein the child in hablis of character.” 

Mere knewledre was very harshly 
Geatt whith all through the cay by al! 
the speakers. It was puinmeled and 
woundccd to ccath. The spirits of Pes- 
talczsi and Froebe! seemed rampant. 
Kindness, sympathy, moral courage, 
unselfishness, faithfulness, devotion to 
an idenal-—it was 2! thick and persist- 
ent. The merest observer would have 
declared #1 to be u congregation of 
moral giants. 

Yet Prof, Cubberlcy not underes- 
timate the value of mere knowledge. 
He wished to have it understood that 
he looked vpon it a8 a means to an 
end, the end being high ideals, chorac- 
ter, a daily and modcst worth on the 
part of.every student from the highest

‘the principal to the janitor. He crun- 
elated four underlying principitcs§ of 
educational work. These arc; 


(1.) Learning to overcome difficulties 
and succeed. “A bird learns to fly by 
fying,” he said. a man iearns-to 
succeed by succecdiag. The . public 
schools are not the only place to get 
thut training for success, but it is the 
surest mand easiest place. If the pupil 
learns this lesson of cuccess and no 
other, his years in school will be golden 
years. Teachers should train their 
pupils in the habit of succeeding.” 


(2.) The principle of faithfulness. 
“All the world,” Prof. Cubberley eaid, 
“loves a lover, but all the world also 
loves a worker. The pupil should learn 


a failure. He urged that teachers be 
given more license in discussion of po'l- 
tice and religion. “I am inclined to 
think,” he said, “that our teachers are 
trustworthy to give a good grounding 
in politics and religion.” Again he 
said: “The signs of the times are that 
we are moving to a greater study of 
duty, rather than the old study of 
beauty,” and, In conclusion, “We must 
look outside of the classroom. We 
should leok to the unselfish ideal.’ 

The music of the day was enjoyable. 
A vocal solo, “My Fiower,” by Ethel 
reeks, was exqvisitely rendered. 
Foshay also sang a solo called 
“Life.” which was encored twice. The 
Cambri Street School Glee Club sang 
several selections that received close 
attention. 

DR. MINTYRE'S ADDRESS. 

In the meeting of the High School 
section of the County Institute the 
chief event of the fccrenoon exercises at 
the Commercial High School was an 
address by Rev. Robert Mcintyre on 
“The Evolution of Abraham Lincoln.

CITY INSTITUTE. 
MORNING SESSION. 

Rabbi S. Hecht delivered the invoca- 
tion at 9:30 o'clock in the morning 
after the entire institute had joined In 
singing “The Spacious Firmament.” 
Then William W. Tritt, the Deputy 
Superintendent of City Schools, spoke 
of the present educational conditions 
here. The growth of the public schools 
in Los Angeles, he said, has been phe- 
nomenal, quite in keeping with the 
growth of the city itself’ In 1892 there 
were 249 teachers, while now 605 are 
hardly sufficient. There are 23,000 chil- 
dren and the rapid enrollment presents 
a very dificult problem, a chronic lack 
of funds making it almost impossible 
to take care of the children as they 
should be taken care of. Sometimes 
there have been fifty, sixty or sixty- 
five pupils crowded in a room intended 
to hold forty to forty-eight. He com- 
plimented the Board of Education on 
ite solving of this great problem by 
the issuing of bonds to the amount of 
$680,000. The money will be expended 
for needed improveménts, and the 
speaker hoped that the danger of over- 
crowding would then be obviated. He 
then teft the specific question of con- 
ditions and svoke broadly of the moral 
obligations of teachers. 

“Character means more than know!l- 
edge,” he said. “And the influence of 
the teacher is paramount.” He sketched 
the relation of the child to education 
and emphasized the value of a living 
example in the teache?. “The old 
maxim.” he said, “of ‘as is the teacher 
so is the. school’ becomes ‘the teacher 
is the school.’” He questioned the re- 
cent staterrent of an eastern coilege 
president who said that education had 
failed in not stamping out drunken- 
ness, corruption in politics, a taste for 
patent medicines and yellow journal- 
ism, strikes and the spoils system. 
“This does not dwell enough,” Mr. Tritt 
concluded. “on the good done by the 
public schools.” 

This already famous. statement of 
President Eliott of Harverd was well 
ventilated .by others. all of whom 
justification. 

FP. Cubberiey, professor of 
education at Stanferd University, and 
formerly an’ educational worker in 
Southern Califernia, had topic: 
“The Chief Purpose of Public Educa- 
tion.” The paper was one prepared 
four years aro and delivered here at 
that time. Prof. Cubberley had spent 
the past two weeks, he said, tn. the 
mountains, and so did not have time 
to write something new. He ts a 
young man with an aggressive man- 
ner. a very determined voice and star- 
ing, incisive eyes. He has a pinched, 
eoncentrated expression on his face

‘cheap and poor education for our chil- 
dren.” In conciusion, Prof. Cub Derley 
dwelt upon the—joy of service to an 
ideal, but he declared that teachers 
should not preach, but should slip these 
ideas into daily practice. 

T. L. Heaton of Berkeley University 
talked of *Training to Study.” He 
thought school work should end in the 
self-teaching of the child. He dis- 
cussed the psychology of teaching, 
treducing fundamental principles fa- 
miliar to all students of pedagogy. 
Among other things he said: “If you 
want a child to study you must first 
teach him to want to study. The per- 
feet teacher will so assign the lesson 
that the child cannot wait until he gets 
to his seat he wiil be so impatient to 
get his lesson.” Prof. Heaton admitted, 
in a general laugh, that the perfect 
teacher had not yet appeared. He 
spoke of the value of a-bird’s-cye view 
and explained the relation of what 
psychologists call apperception and in- 
terest, und what they mean in the de- 
velopment of the child.

The High School 
fection had discussions about school 
architecture, high-school decoration, 
athletics in the high -school, and the 
unification of the courses of studv. 

Twenty-cight of the most prominent 
educators in the State. forming the 
California Council of Education. met 
yesterday morning in the Normal 
School building and deliberated on 
matters of vital interest to teachers 
throughout the State and the public as 
well. The reports of the numerous 
committees took a wide range, hardly 
any question that justified the atten- 
tion of teachers being overlooked. The 
discussions following these were often- 
times of an intense nature’and widely 
divergent views were disclosed. 

Most of the afiernoon session was de- 
voted to the reading and discussion of 
the reports relating to high school 
work. The one which caused the most 
animated discussion was ‘entitled: “A 
report compiled upon funds of common 
general information current among 
citizens of average intelligence, which 
is necessarily omitted in the present 
high school course, and to recommend 
modifications in the courses to remedy 
these defects.” In compiling this re- 
port, educators of national note were 
consulted by the committee, of which 
R. 8S. Sandwich was chairman. 

HIGH SCHOOL’S USEFULNESS. 
‘fhe report admitted the inability of 
th... committee to fix a curriculum and 
also the fact that high schoo! graductes 
ean neither step into a professiona! 
eareer nor business life without further 
training. 

It was recommended that the high 
schools seck to impart a wider fund of 
general useful information by adding to 
their curricula general courses in his- 
tory, science and business, and that, 
where possible, one year be taken from 
the common school and added to the 
high school to make room for such 
course. Frederic Burk, chairman of 
the council, concurred in. these recom- 
mendations.

Mr. Shortridge calied attention to this 
quotation from the article In The 
Times coraplained of: “Mrs. Leavitt 
claims that, ety strong hypnotic 
power, she works her will on strong, 
sensible people,” etc. - 

Mr. Shortridge followed this up with 
an argument showing the inter-relation 
of hypnotism, clairvoyancy and me- 
diumistic power, stating that it -was 
dificult to draw the line between them, 

if testimony concerning one was 
admissible, it was proper to admit evi- 
dence concerning the others. In re- 
sponse to a remark interpellated by 
Attorney Aaudrews, Shortridge retorted: 

“Possibly Judge Andrews wunder- 
stands these occult things. I confess 
I do not.” 

“I am with yoy. Mr. Shortridge, on 
that proposition,” said Judge Torrance 
from the bench. “! don’t understand 
them either.” 

The court then entered upon a iong 
dissertation upon the propriety of ad- 
mitting evidence concerning Mrs. Ting- 
ley’s hypnotic or spiritualistic powers. 
Incidentally, His Honor stated, *“Per- 
sonally, I see nothing wrong in a per- 
son being a spiritualist."" He also said: 
“It isn’t claimed that hypnotic power 
exerted by the plaintiff’ in New York 
City in 1894 or 1895, had anything to 
do with enticing people to the Point 
Loma institution, or that any one was 
induced to go there or unable to escape 
on account of hypnotic power used at 
that time. Taking the alleged libelous 
article all through, there ts no sugges- 
tion to show that people are prevented 
from escaping on account of this oc- 
cult power or hypnotic influence.” 

After prolonged discussion along 
these lines, the court said: “I didn't 
intend to say so much when I started 
out. I merely intended to indicate to 
counsel the difficulty I have in ruling 
on these questions.”

Spaulding) and two or three members 
‘f the cabinet, principally figured in 
he ?remony; they sprinkled the ashes 
{ Mr. Judge and Mme. Blavatsky on 
he ground, and symbolized the four 
‘ements of earth, fire, air and water, 
'Y Speech uninteliigible to the witness. 

The witness went to Point Loma in 
‘fay, 1900, at the request of Mrs. Ting- 
©y, taking her little daughter with her. 
‘laintiff's counsel tried hard th ex- 
‘ude the testimony of deponent re- 
sarding her .conversations with Mrs. 
‘Ingley about the chi'd, but the court 
imitted thé foliowirg:

‘goufe young army officer; his fame 
was Fremont. He had no rank worth 
mentioning, and no particular pros- 
pects that anybody ld discern, al- 
though they liked him well for his per- 
sonal character.

Han Bell and other priestesses of pas- 
recommend a loving husband to 
write his wife. They were fine, serious, 
dignified letters—much such letters as 
he wrote to her father, United States 
Senator Benton. They told her of his 
alms and his disappointments—how 
such and such a scout had proved a 
failure; how such and such scientific 
resuits had been accomplished. They 
were the kind of letters a soldier writes 
to some one he thoroughly respects, 
and upon whose judgment he places 
great reliance. 

Many times she shared. the hard- 

ships of the fleld with him. When it 
was possible for her to do so, she lived 
tn the frontier with him and éndured 
the rough camp life. For all the lux- 
ury to which she had always been ac- 
customed, none knew better § than 
Mra. Fremont the rough, hard life of 
an army woman on the wild frontier. 
She knew what it was to have four 
canvas walls for home. 
- While one of his most important ex- 
Deditions was fitting out, Fre- 
mont came tO the very edge of the bor- 
der to be with him, and’ spent weeks 
with him while he was getting the 
party into shape. All day long every 
day she was by her husband’s side 
amid the stir @f the military prepara- 
tions, Who can say how much her 
advice had to do with the success of 
those preparations? 

Indirectly, it wae the influence of 
Mrs. Fremont that helped Gen. Fre- 
mont do one of the noblest deeds of bis 
great career, and one of the gentlest 
acts recorded of a conqueror. This 
was the pardon of the Picos. 

At the time of the taking of Call- 
fornia by Fremont, Don Pio Pico, Gov- 
ernor of California, and his brothers, 
Jesus and Andreas, had been released 
under parole. One of the brothers, 
who had been released by Fremont on 
parole, Was captured in the very act 
of breaking it. He was, in fact, head- 
ing an insurrection against the Amer- 
lean army, He was brought before 
Gen. Fremont, and, after trial, con- 
demned to be shot. The day of execu- 
tion came apd Pico waited with the 
true Castiliafi dignity and courage. 

The hour of noon was the time set 
for the execution. About an hour be- 
fore, a number of ladies and children 
rushed into the room where Gen. 
(then Col.) Fremont sat, threw them- 
selves on their knees before him, and 
begged that the husband and father 
might be spared. 

One of the historians writing at the 
time, sald: ‘The stern officer who was 
himse'f both a husband and a father, 
and whose thoughts were suddenly hur- 
ried back over the wilderness and the 
mountains te their distant homes in 
the Hast, was unprepared for this ap- 
peal, and surrendered to the impulses 
of humanity without resistance.

Among the gers on the San 
Fé overland was J. B. Eldridge, @ mis- 
ing engineer of Oakland. Mr. Eldridge 
has been in three train wrecks, and 
has luckily escaped injury heretofore. 
As a result’ of yesterday's collision, 
however, he is suffering slightly from 
the effects of being driven like a cata- 
~pult head against the end of the 

berth he was in. 

“Pandemonium was let loose,” said 
Mr. Eldridge last night at the Nadeau, 
in discussing the collision, “espectally 
in the chair car, which was crowded 
with Italians going to kersfield. I 
was in the Pullman jus® behind this 
one. and d been awake about half 
an hour before the crash came. The 
train must have been running forty 
mites an hour. 

“When they struck my head was 
driven into the end of the berth, but 
I did not think of the pain at that time. 
In our car there was not so much con- 
fusion as might have been expected. 

“Every one got up and dressed 
quickly and I was one of the first out. 
When eilence fell after the noise of 
| the crashing trains there were terrible 
}@ereams from the chair car, and I 
supposed that there were at least ‘a 
dozen of the occupants killed or in- 
jured. 

“In making my way to the front of 
the train I saw in the darkness that 
nearly every one of the windows was 
crowded with (frightened men and 
women.

RIVERSIDE. Dec. 29.—Over a hun- 
citizens, representing practically 
water company in Southern Cali- 

fornia, together with allied interests of 
vast importance, met this afternoon in 
‘the Y.M.C.A. Auditorium, and en- 
tered earnest protest against the enac- 
tion of the proposed new water law, 
drafted by a special committee of the 
State Water and Forest Association. 
Senator A. A. Caidwell of this city 
was chosen chairman of the meeting 
and William A. Correll, secretary. Con- 
spicuous among the addresses of the 
day was that of William E. Smythe of 
‘Gan Diego, late Democratic candidate 
for Congress. A paper by Samuel 
Armor of Orange was read by W. M. 
Peck and aroused much applause... 
Mr. Armor opposed the passage of 


"the proposed irrigation bill in an indict- | 


ment which he said did not nearly ex- 
haust the subject. His indictment has 
ten counts, which, in condensed form 
are as follows: 

Pirst—The bill is faulty in classifica- 
tion, clearness and conciseness. 

Second—lit is lacking in consideration 
for the irrigators; it is autocratic, dic- 
torial and nagging. With sach a spirit 

rvadng the iaw itseif, it is easy to 
ct that officers and employers 
would soon become so insolent and ex- 
acting that the irrigators would be re- 
duced to actual peonage. | 

Third-—It overrides ali existing water 
lrights, Bubverts every weil-established 
‘principle of water jurisprudence and 
substitutes its own crude and untried 
provision as the law of the land. While 

tending to protect vested rights it 
diously seeks to destroy such rights.

SMYTHE’S ADDRESS. 


The address of Mr. Smythe in full 
was as follows: 

The most dramatic, the most heroic 
and the most pathetic chapter in the 
annals of the West is that which tells 
the story of the struggle for water. 
There was a profound truth in the re- 
mark which Joaquin M once made 
to me: “Arid America! y God, 
have watered it with our tears!” And 
today we stand face to face with a 
new aspect of the old struggle. 

The discussion of many im nt 
details of the measure brought forth 
by the Water and Forest Commission, 
which will be known as the Works 
Bill, has been assigned to others who 
are perfectly familiar with your local 
situation.

NOT A GOOD REFORM. 

The water laws of California are un- 
deniably bad.

THE WORKS BILL. 

It was the realization of these un- 
happy conditions which created a de- 
mand for better water laws and re- 
sulted in the appointment of a com- 
mission by the Water and F t As- 
sociation. The experts appoin by 
the government two Years since went 
deeply into the troubles prevailing on 
a number of our important rivers. 
They recommended therough-going 
scientific reforms. They would have 
had a final adjudication, stream by 
stream, of all the complicated rights, 
and would have had the State issue 
water titles as sound as the land titles 
which are derived from the govern- 
ment at Washington. They would 
have had an administrative system to 
control the distribution of water and | 
do equal and exact justice to all, in 
accordance with judicial decrees. The 
attempt at adjudication provided by 
the Works bill is farcical. It gives 
us all the annoyance and most of the | 
expense, but no adjudication. It au- 
thorizes a board of engineers, with an 
unlimited number of deputies, and as- 
sistants, to issue Hcenses for so much 
Vater as they think you need, or 
ought to need.

JUDGE WORKS REPLIES. ( 

Judge Works replied at some length, 
suggesting that the meeting had been 
“programmed” in advance He 
thought that the riparian owners 
should be limited té a reasonable use 
of the water. The prime object of 
the proposed measure is to limit the 
use to actual beneficla] measures. It 
is not the intention to destroy any 
vestel rights, he said. . 

One of the objects of the board 
to find out how many rights claim 
are valid, and said Judge Works, t 
board's findings are not binding upon 
vested rights, but only affect future 
appropriations of water. A million and 
a half weuld be well spent in making 
a record ‘of ‘filings. The condition at 
persent is chaotic. The Riverside 
Water Company would be asked to 
show its record or evidence of title, 
and this would be made a public rec- 
ord which would be prima facie evi- 
dence for company if their title is 
ever ques ed. 

Francis Cuttle asked the important 
question: “Suppose the Riverside Wa- 
ter Company is irrigating lands while 
near by are lands upon which there 
are no Water rights, but which are 
seeking and wanting water; and sup- 
pose the company is giving one inch 
of water to every four acres, while 
other eompanies are giving one inch 
to each five or six or more acres. 
What is to prevent this board of en- 
gineers from saying that the-Riverside 
Water Company is wasting the water 
and compelling the company to put 
water on the other lands?’ 

Judge Works answered this by say- 
ing that the company should be com- 
pelled to furnish water for those other

SOLDIER'S 
TASKS. 


| 
How They Were Punished 
When Wrong Was Done. 


Old Soldier Recalls Cases in 
Army and Navy.\: 
Often the Punishment Was Hard, 
bui Good Was Sucery 
the Result. 


{New York Sun:} “I have been 
reading a serial narrative by Samuel 
Arnold of ‘The Lincoln Plot’ prety 
carefully, and I can't figure out how 
Mr. Arnold got so very much the 
worst of it on the Dry Tortugas, or 
anywhere else,” said a New Yorker, 
who has served as an enlisted man, 
both in the regular army and in the 
navy. “He was put through a hot 
mill, of course, but he admits that the 
soldiers guarding him and his feilow- 
convicts received worse disciplinary 
doses than were meted out.to the pris- 
oners, Some of the punishments  vis- 
ited upon the soidiers, as described by 
Mr. Arnold, look preity bad in type, 
but it must be taken into consideration 
that a uniformed bucker, either on 
land or sea, needs a heap of man- 
handling to fetch him around to his 
senses. ’ | 

“It must be remembered, too, that 
there wasn't much molly-coddling of 
enlisted men in the rican army or 
navy at the time of rhich Mr. Ar- 
nold writes—18s5-s7. And yet, our army 
and navy were pretty good outfiis at 
tha: period. Different times, different 
customs. 

“Théd cat was still a potential dis- 
ciplinary factor in the United States 
navy in 1867, and I've had plenty of 
ancient jack tars who were in the 
St: \ice at that time, me that the 
cat was a bully good thing, and ex- 
press the belief taat its use ought to 
be restored. They told me that the 
cat had cut a lot of devilment out of 
them at a time of life when they were 
so full of jt that it dribbled out of 
their eyes. 

“And up to a considerably later 
period thon 1867 bucking soldiers sta- 
tioned at posts in the Suuthwest were 
occasionally buried in the sand up to 
their chins,’ agd kept that way for 
hours, at the mercy of the broiling sun 
and the desert ants. 

*Misdemeanants and fault-finders— 
barrack iawyers whh a continuous- 
performance grouch against everybody 
and everyithing—were bucked and 
gagged in the regular army of the 
United States up to about fitteen years 
ago, and of the fellows I met in the 
army, who got that treatment, most of 
them were ready to admit that they 
deserved it, and that it was coming to 
them, and did them good. 

“As for that punisament which Mr. 
Arrold so severely condemns, the com- 
pulsory packing of cannon balls and 
of Weod by soldiers who misbe- 
haved, there was nothing go terrible 
about that. Up to about twenty years 


agzosoldiers of our were pound- 


with exceedingly heavy logs of woot 
on thelr shoulders, none of them 
ever made much of a fuss about. ii. 

‘As a matter of faft, I have been 
told by our old soldiers that this log- 
toting was a powerful good way of 
treating a soldier who had been on a 
drunk. The exercise worked the rum 
= of him end put him in shape in- 
side of twelve hours or 80, if whereas, 
he had simply been confined in the 
clink he wouldn't have got over the 
effects of his jamboree for a week or 
80. 
“I find it difficult to believe Mr. Ar- 
nold’s statement about the soldier on 
the Dry Tortugas who carried a heavy 
cannon ball, day and night, two hours 
on and two off, for thirty days. Mr. 
Arnold wust have got that, entry 
mixed in his diary. No man ever lived 
who could do that. particularly in such 
a climate as the Dry Tortugas. 
| “Any man who has ever done plain 
guard duty, packing a rifle, for forty- 
eight hours at a stretch, two hours on 
and four off, will tell you how utterly 
impossible it would be for any human 
being to do a stretch of thirty days, 
two on and only two off, even with- 
out the cannon ball. ; 

“i'm dead certain that the only hard 
dose I ever got myrelf in either service 
chastened me a whole lot. It hap- 
pened only six years ago.. A half 
dozen of us*were slemmed into the 
brig for overstayinge our leave. Then 
the ship got up her mud hook and 
started for Honolulu, 

"The brig was a_ ten-foot-square 
Feompartment on the berth deck, up in 
the eyes of the ship: For five days we 


many ping-pong balls—from one side 
to the other, piled up tn an indiscerim- 
inate heap with every larch or roll, 
and batted up against the plates in a 
wav that was just scandalous. 

“We had a bucko Jimmy Legs or 
master-at-arms on that ship, and, un- 
like some good-natured master-at- 
arms that I’ve been shipmates with, 
he wouldn't unlock our trons even ,at 
night so that we could snatch a bit’ of 
sicep, let alone during mess hours to 
enable us to eat decently. Thus hob- 
bled, we made that little twelve-day 
cruise down to Honolulu. I am telling 
you that I was real ready to be good 
and tractable and prompt and com- 
plaint during the remainder of that 
cruise, my last, and so were the other 
fellows. 

“if a bluejacket or marine confined 
in the regular brig begins to exhibit 
bucking tendencies, he's pretty Mable 
to go into solitary confinement, and 
there's no fun in that. The solitary 
brig isnt’ often much more than six 
fect square. There's no port for the 
solitary prisoner to look out of, nor 
can he get any view whatever of his 
shipmates. 

“The solitary prisoner on board a 
man-'o-war usually gets nothing but 
bread and water for a diet. It’s too 
dark in the solitary for him to read. 
All he can do is just squat in-a corner 
and brood. If he’s got the sense he 
was born with, he'll make up his mind 
to be good while he's pent up in the 
solitary in double irons, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, most of the solitaries do. 

“Some mighty measly punishments 
are still meted out to regulation- 
breakers in our army. For example, 


a  month-and-a-month’—that is, the 
loss of a month's pay and 
a month's confinement in 


guardhouse at hard labor—sounds racy 
enough, but it's a mean dose, all the 
same, and the soldier who does one 
trick of that sort doesn't go looking 
for another one unless he's deliberately 
playing for a bob-tail—a dishonorable 
discharge from the service, that is to 
say. 

“The soldier doing & month-and-a 
month ts required to perform some 
powerful mean chores. The job that 
our guardhouse prisoners despise the 
most is that of following the post swill- 
cart. .Whitewashing sheds and chicken 
coops doesn’t offer much opportunity 
for sport with a rookie sentry right 
behind you and a grim provost ser- 
geant hovering near, but that’s anothers

“The regular military convicts—the 
fellows, that is to say, who have been 
dishonorably discharged from the army 
and have sentences to serve besides— 
are certainly handled harder than the 
convicts in most American State pris- 
ons, but they take their medicine like 
men. I had a pretty good chance to 
watch the big batch of long-time mili- 
tary prisoners on Alcatraz Istand, in 
the harbor of San Francisco, for a year, 
and 1 never heard any of them whim- 
per, although many of them were 
handled with every bit of the severity 
of which Mr. Arnold compiains in his 
narrative. 

“Plenty of them had to perform their 
hard labor around the big seven-acre 
reck dragging a heavy bali and chain 
after them, and for the slightest in- 
fraction of discipline they were thrown 
into the dungeon. Now, those Alcatraz 
dungeons aré mighty grisiy affairs, 
They're built right alongside the purling 
Pacific, and some of them aren't so very 
a above the level of the sea, at 

at. 

“They are penetrated by scarcely 
any light at all, and the prisoner who 
is doing a turn in one of them has got 
to keep one eye and one ear open pretty 
much all the time for the rats uniess 
he wants to be gnawed up a lot. Army 
reguiations permit military prisoners 
to be confined in these dungeons for 
ten days at a stretch on the bread and 
water diet, and instances have been 
known where fellows have come out 
ot the Aicatraz dungeons in more or 
less of a bughouse condition. . 

“I did see some successful bucking 
once on Alcatraz Island, but they 
weren't white men who got away with 
it. They were Indians—Mogquis. They 
had declined to send their young ones 
to school, or something like that, down 
on their Arizona reservation, and so a 
big bunch of them were corralled and 
dragged>up to Alcatraz to see if con- 
finement on the rock wouldn't cause 
them to change their minds any. 

“I guess there must have been about 
twenty of them. The commanding of- 
ficer of Alcatraz—good, easy man!—de- 
cided that he would make those Moquis 
work for their government rations. 
ot ae provost sergeant of the _ prison 
was instructed/to put them at coal 
shoveling and wood splitting and 


gravel digging and harness c ing, 
and all that sort of thing. oe 
“So, at fatigue call on the morning 


after the Moquis’s arrival on the rock, 
they were herded up by the  sentries 
and conducted to the place where their 
first job was waiting for them. 
| provost sergeant showed them by 
signs what they were to do. Thereupon 
they all squatted simultareousiy and 
wrapped their blankets around their 


heads. 
“Phe sentries prodded them with 
their bayonets, but Moquis are of 


marvelous physical obtuseness. They 
remained squatted, with their blankets 
wrapped around their heads. 

“The sentries prodded inem for un 
hour. Then the Indians were marched 
back to the prison and cust into the 
‘dungeous. They were kept in the dun- 
geons for three days, and then marched 
to the coal shed far labor. 

“As soon as they arrived at the 
coal shed they all sat down. Again 
they were prodded ineffectually for an 

r or more and again they were 
thrown into the dungeons. 

“This programme was repeated half 
a dozen times. But nary a lick of 
work was ever got out of those Moquis. 
After a while t military authorities 
saw what they were up against, and 
the Indians Were turned loose from 
Alcatraz .nd sent back to reser- 
vation. 

“| understand that they - haven't 
started tv send their kids to the In- 
dian schools yet, either. There's . a 
lot of character about a 
Moqui. That was the only successful 
bucking under the military that I 
ever saw, and, of course, white men 
couldn’t have got away with it in 
that fashion. 

“Men who have received pretty 
hard doses while serving in our army 
or navy, rarely store up such mem- 
ories with bitterness. About a year 
ago I visited ort McHenry, Balti- 
more, in company with an ex-soldier 
of the regular army, who is now a 
high official in the War Department 
at Washington. He pointed out to 
me a long oyster-shell road, that 
runs through the post. 

“"*D'ye see that road?’ said he to 
me. ‘Well, I made that road—every 
blamed square yard of it~—ycars ago, 
when I was doing a six months’ trick 
in the ciink here for some infernal 
boy deviltry.” Eheu! what a fool poy 
I was,’ and he lau a.

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 28.-—The city’s 
pride has been humbled and a little 
bob-tailed car is the Gause. The of- 
fending bit of antiquated rolling stock 
which from time to time during the 
day bowis in lumbering style along the 
city’s busy theroughtares is verdant, 
but not beautiful. 

Some of the townspeople are wonder- 
ing whether the exterior coat of un- 
‘mitigated green is intended in 4 com- 
plementary or a complimentary sense. 
The cracker box on wheels has aroused 
80 much mirth among visitors that the 
Santa Moénicans have, against their 
will, been coristrained to join in the 
laughter and the subsequent loss of 
dignity is bearing heavily on the peo- 
pie of the municipality.

STATION TO BE ESTABLISHED AT 
SAN FRANCISCO IMMEDIATELY. 


Gen. New Says Pacific Will 
Send Telegraph Steamer to Honolulu, 
and Then Tackle Orient and Alaska— 
Comments on Marconi. 


SAN Dec. 29.—It is author- 
itatively stated here that the Pacific 
Wircless Telephone and Telegraph Com- 


station’ in Ban Francisco about Jan- 
Wary 10, for the purpose of establish- 
ing trans-oceanic wireless communica- 
tion with Honolulu and points along 
the Alaskan coast, as well as the in- 
terior of that country. The company 
will, within a few months, prepare for 
the extension of the system to 
Phillippines, China and Japan. 

The fact that Marceni has been suc- 

cessful to a degree in establishing wire- 

communication between Cape 
Breton, Can., and Cornwall, Eng., has 
rot interfered with the plags of the Pa- 
cific Company. They have been con- 
sidering the advisability of connecting 
up with Alaska and the Or-ent for many 
months past. Since th new system, 
the Merriott-Swenson invention, has 
been perfected, the company has care- 
fully surveyed the Alaskan country and 
staked out 153 localities for the erection 
of stations, All necessary waterial is 
on hand and everything is in readiness 
for the extension of the system. 

“It le the company’s intention,” said 
Gen. A. L. New, manager of the Pa- 
cfic pany, today, “to begin work on 
the Francisco station some time in 
January. The equipment will be large 
and costly, and the instruments in- 
sialied will be of the most powerful 
make. We hope to establish a complete 
system of wireless communication with 
Honoiulu within three or four months, 
so that the stations may be thrown open 
for commercial business at once. 

“We are satisiied that there will be 
no trouble in getting Honolulu, as our 
experiments aiready’ made between 
White's Point and Avaion demonstrate 
clearly that with possibiy a little more 
power the distance can be overcome. 
vur electrical engineer, Mr. Swenson, 
who is one of the inventors of the sys- 
tem now employed by the Pacific Com. 
pany, has recently made another im- 
portant discovery,’ which will lessen the 
power requirements very materially in 


transmitting Messages any great dis- 
iance.”’ 


. Continuing, Gen. New said that a ves- 


| sel will be equipped with wiréiess ap- 


paratus and started out irom San Fran- 
claco for Honoiuiu just as soon as the 
Station In the Caiitornia metropolis is 
ecompieted. Wuring the voyage ine ves- 
sel will be in constant communication 
with the San Francisco station. By this 


method it is expected to secure a com-

Both the 
Ban Francisco station and vessel will 
be furnished with ail the power neces- 
sary to communicate with each other 
the entire distunce.

“When our peopie are satisfied that

EDISON COMPANY MERCIFULLY

Juice Will Be Furnished Free Until

The shipments of citrus fruits, that is, 
oranges, lemons and grape fruit, for the 
season of 1902, amounted to 20,387 cars 
from Southern California, and over 2900 
cars from Northern California. A 
standard car contains 362 boxes of or- 
anges, or 312 boxes lemons. A box of 
oranges is estimated at 72 pounds, lem-
